Rhodes, being in the Province of Wei~ 
mer in Germany, his Father a poor 
-Husbandman, and not able well to bring 
him up; yet having an Uncle at Witter- _ 
burgh, a rich Man, and without Iflue, took 
this Faufus from his Father, and made hin, 
his Heir, infomuch that bis Father was no 
more troubled with him, for he rema‘ned 
with his. Uncle at Wittenburgh, where he 
was keptat the Univerfity in the fame Ci- 
ty, to ftudy. Divinity ; but Faujfws being of a 
naughty Mind, and otherwife addicted, pli- 
ed not hisStudies, but betook himfelf to o- 
ther Exercifes, which his Uncle often hear- 
ing, rebuked him for it; as EZ oftentimes — 
ae ere 2 He  febus 
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rebuked his Children for Sinning againg 
the Lord, even fo this good old Man la- - 
boured to have Faufus apply his Study to 
Divinity, that he might come 'to the Knew- 
ledge of God and his Law. But it is ma- 
nifeftthat many vertugus Parents have wicks - 
ed Children, as Caiz,Reuben, Abfalom, and 
fuch like, haye beento their Parents. So 
Faujfius having godly Parents, who feeing 
him to be of afroward Wit,were defirousto 
bring him upin thofe vertuous Studies; nam- 
ly, of Divinity; but he gave himfeltfecretly 
to Necromancy aud Conjuration ; infomuch: 
thatfew or nonecould perceive hisProfefiion. 
_* But to the Purpofe, Faufius continued at 
‘Study in the Univerlity, and was by the | 
Rectors, and 16 Mafters afterwards, exami- 
ned how hehadprofted in his Studies; and 
being found by them,that none of his Time 
were able toargue with him in Divinity, or 
for the Excelleney of his Wifdom to com- 
pare with him, with oneConfent,thev made 
him Doéor of Divinity. But Dr. Fanfus,with- 
in fhort Time after he had obtained his De- 
-_grce, fell intofuch Fantafies, and deep Cogi- 
tations, that he was mocked of many, and of 
‘moft part of the Students wascalled the Spe= 
culator; and fometimes he would throwthe — 
Scriptures from him, astho’ he had no Care -_ 
of hisformer Profeflion, fo that he ce \ 
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* moft ungodly Life, as hereafter more atlarge 
may appear ; for the old Proverb faith, Who 
can hold what willaway ? So, whocan hold 
Faufus from the Devil, that feeks after him 


with all his Endeavours; for heaccompanied 
-himfelf with divers that were feen in thofe 
-Develifh Arts; and that had the Chaldean, 


-Perfian, Hebrew, Arabianand Greek Tongues, 
ufing Figures, Characters, Conjurations, In- 


cantations,with many otlier Ceremonies be- 


longing to thofe Infernal Arts; as Necrowzan- 
cy, Charms, Soothfaying, Witchcraft, En- 


chantment, being delighted with t heir Books, - 


Words and Names fo well, that he {tudied 


Day and Night therein, infomuch that he © 
could not abide to be called Dr. of Divinity, - 
but waxed a worldly Man, and named'him- 
felf an Ajfrofgian, and a Mathematician, and > 
for aShadow, fometimesa Phyfician, acd did ° 
great Cures; namely, with Herbs, Roots,\Wa- 
ters, Drinks, and Giyfers; andwithout doubt — 
he was. palling Wife and excellent in holy” ~ 
Scriptures: But he that knoweth his Majffer’s — 
Will,and doeth it not,is worthy tobe beatenwith © 
many Stripes. Itis written, No Man can ferve 
two Mafers, and thou (halt not tempt the Lord © 


thy God.’ But Faufus threw all this in the 
‘Wind, and made his Soulof no Ettimation, 


regarding more the worldly Pleafures than — 
the: Joys to come; therefore at the Day of 
Patesceer S ge pe ee Fades:

7 Ou have heard before, that all Fawfuss 
Mind was to ‘ftudy the Arts of Neero- 
mancy and Conjuration 2 which Exercife he 
followed Day and Night, andtaking to him 
the Wingsof an Eagle, thought to fly over 

. the whole World, and to know the Secrets - 
ef Heaven and Earth, for his Speculation — 
- was fo wonderful, being expert in ufing his 
Vocabula Figures, Characters, Conjuration, — 
and other ceremonial Actions, that in all ” 
Matte he put in Practice to bring the Devil 
before him, and taking his Way to athick | 
‘Wood near to Wittenburg, called in the Ger- 
man Tongue, Spiffer hod, that isin Engiih, - 
the Spiffer’s Blood, as Faufiuswould oftentimes 
boaft of icamong the Crew, being in Jolli- 
ty, he cameto the Wood one Evening into © 
theCrofs-way,where he madewith hisWand — 
q Circlein the Duft, and withinthat many © 
more Circles and Characters; and thus he — 
paft away the Time, till it was9 or 10 oth’. 
Clock at Night; then began Dr. Fauftus to 
call onM:phifophilesthe Spirit, and to ree ’

Wood it Thundet’d horribly, with .fuch 


_Lightning,as the whole World to his feem- 
Ing hadbeen on Fire. Fau/us allthis while, 
half amazed at the Devil’s fo long tarrying, 


and doubting whether he were belt to abide 
any more {uch horrible Conjurings, tho’t 
to leave his Circle and depart; whéreupon 
the Devil made him (uch Mufick of all forts,» 
as if the Nymphs themfelves had been in the 
Place; whereat Fau/fus revived, and ftood

leave. Oftentimes after to his Companions 
he would boaft that he had the ftouteft — 
Head under the Cope of Heaven at com- 
mand. Whereat they anfwered, They knew 
no frouterthan the Pope or Emperor.
